THEY SAWED THE BARS OF THE JAIL 


Four Prisoners Make a Successful Break 
for Liberty at Logansport. 

LoGaNsPort, Ind., April 14.—[Special.]— 
This morning at 6 o’clo¢k when Sheriff Don- 
aldson went to the cells to give the prisoners 
in the county jail their breakfast he discov- 
erea that four of the prisoners had escaped— 
Rance’ Shearman, the noted horse-thief, 
captured only a few days ago; Carl Howell, 
under indictment for embezzlement; ‘* Slip- 
pery” Carroll, in for burglary; and Jobn 
O’Mara, held for bastardy. A smail steel 
saw had been passed in by some friend, and 
it was found on the floor of the outer corri- 
dor. The bars of the inner cells had been 
first sawed through, admitting the prisoners 
to the outer corridors, with only a grated 
window between them and liberty. The 
bars of the window soon parted under their 
efforts, and a drop ten feet to the ground be- 
low gave them their liberty. 

Sheriff Donaldson at once offered rewards 
for the capture of the escaped prisoners, and 
telegrams have been sentin every direction 
to head them off. 


FIERCE FOREST FIRES IN NEW JERSEY. 


Five Hundred Acres vf Pine Timber De- 
stroved—A Town’s Narrow Escape. 

New York, April 14.—[Speciai.|—A fierce 
forest fire has been raging in the woods about 
three miles north of Pleasantville, N. J., 
since yesterday afterroon, and a great 
amount of property has been destroyed. 
Much alarm was felt by the inhabitants of 
Pieasantville during the night, as the flames 
rapidiy made their way toward the places of 
habitation. A large number of farmers, with 
the hirea men, turned out to fight the fire, 
but in spite of their efforts the flames drove 
back and in some instances compelled them 
to abandon their homes, which were de- 
stroyed. The standing pine wood and prop- 
erty burned is mostly in Absecom, adjacent 
to Pleasantville. It is estimated that nearly 
500 acres of pine timber has been destroyed. 
A greatamount of farm fences, charcoal 
huts, and other small buildings have been 
laid iu ashes. 

The fires in the vicinity of Absecon and 
Pleasantville have been extinguished.

KU-KLUX TACKLE THE WRONG MAN, 


A Gang Attack an Old Man and Twe Are 
Killed. 

Doxirnax, Mo., April 14.—[Special. |—Two 
of a gang of four masked Ku-Klux who 
visited the residence of an old man named 
Holland, living on the Fike place, nineteen 
miles southwest of nere, last Saturday night 
for the purpose of whipping him, were killed 
by Holland’s 14-year-old son. Ed Gillam Ur., 
one of those killed, was the son of a 
prominent and well-to-do farmer ‘of that 
section. The other, Alex. Gatewood, bore an 
unenviable reputation. Upon the arrival of 
Ku-Klux at Holland’s house one of the 
gang held the horses, while the others forced 
their way into the dwelling. They kuocked 
the old man down and were kicking and 
beating him unmercifully when the boy 
opened fire on them with a double-barreled 
shotgun, killing Gillam. Gatewood at- 
tempted to shoot the boy, but his gun missed 
fire, and the lad emptied the contents of his 
second barrel into Gatewood’s breast. The 
wounded man and his companions ran out of 
the house, but had not gone far when Gate- 
wood fell. He lay there all night and was 
found in the morning, and died shortly after- 
wards. The identity of the others is un- 
known. About six months ago Holland, who 
had been outspoken in his denunciations of 
the Ku-Klux, was taken from his bed and 
whipped in a most brutal manner.

MUSIO AND DRAMA. 


At Central Music-Hall last evening Dr. 
Hans von Bülow gave the first of his series of 
pianoforte recitals devoted to the Beethoven 
cycius. The plan of these concerts is to present 
as pearly in theorder of their composition as 
may be compatible with the requirements of 
program-macing the most important works 
written by Beethoven for pianoforte solo. 
The program of last evening embraced works be- 
longing to the period from 1792 to 1801, and in- 
cluded four sonatas—the O major, op. 2, No. 2; 
the Pathetique, op, 18; the G major, op. 14, No. 
2; the E flat major, op. 81, No. 3—vusides twelve 
variations on a Russian dance song, three baga- 
telles from op. u, and a set of variations trom an 
original theme in F major. The doctor has aged 
perceptibly since he was last heard in Chicago, 
many years ago, but the same qualities 
which characterized his playing then were evi- 
dent in his work of last evening—namely: 
intellectual grasp of tne subject matter of the 
works chosen for interpretation, and an entire 
subordination of his own individuality to the 
single purpose of presenting the great master’s 
wyitings in the spirit in which they Were con- 
ceived. There was not the slightest vestige of a 
detire for personal display. Each selection was 
approached with reverence and played with an 
earnestness which is far too rare among con- 
cert pianists. The interpretations were in- 
teliectual rather than emotional. Every- 
thing was oarefully phrased with close 
attention to detail and a conscientious adherence 
to the indications of the intentions left by the 
composer. Whatever was added was in a line 
with such indications as were given in the text 
and were not open to objection as liberties. Dr. 
von Bülow is ized as the foremost ex- 
ponent of Beethoven now living, and his inter- 
pretations are, therefore, of exceptional value 
from an educational standpoint. The program 
of last evening was, perhaps, the least in- 
teresting of the series, notwithstanding tne 
presence of the Pathetique” and E flat sonatas, 
but it was listened to with rapt attentwon by an 
exceptionally musical audience, including many 
well-known local musicians. At the close of the 
“Sonata Pathetique dhe pianist was twice re- 
called. and after the last number the enthusiasm 
was still more marked, If one may judge from 
appearances the doctor was in an unusually an- 
gelle mood last night, for the ushers sealing 
people while he was playing the “ Pathetiaue”’ 
did not provoke au outburst of wrath such as 
might have been leoked for under the diroum- 
stances. Just: pMor’ to beginning the sonata 
an exceedingly short pause was made, but not 
spMocient to allow of seating those who were 
waiting.

NEW YORK’s JEALOUSY OF CHICAGO. 


Eastern Dry-Goods Men Trying to Injure 
the Trade of this City. 

The other day a New York paper printed a 
pretty story about Tuctions in the Chicago 
ary b which were going to

the story was this: 
That the houseg had decided to refuse dis- 
counts to the Poor dressmakers, who have 
always had them, and that they had com- 
pelled the manufacturers of trimmings to 
cease selling direct to dressmakers, obliging 
them to refer their customers to some one of 
the six houses. The result of this was going 
to be, the New York paper said, that dress- 
makers would go East and buy their goods 
on Fourteenth and Twenty-third streets. 

James H. Walker read the story and said: 
“It is nonsense. We have never thought of 
or talked of making a sweeping reduction in 
wages. I don’t believe one man’s pay has 
been cut down ib this retaii house since we 
opened it. There is nodissatisfaction among 
our clerks, and 1 haven't heard a word of a 
strike. The dry-goods men did hold a meet. 
ing at which twey discussed the indiscrimi- 
nate giving of discounts, which had become 
a costly nuisance. But far from suggesting 
that the practice of giving discounts to 
dressmakers be discontinued, that custom 
was ratified. The dressmakers are such 
heavy deaiers that they may be considered 
in the trade and entitled to a reasonable d.s- 
count. The statement that we are intimidat- 
ing dealers in trimmings is preposterous, 
The dry-goods meu of Chicago are not en- 
gaged in that sort of work, 

Mr. Selfridge; a member of the firm of 
Marsnall Field & Co., gave this explanation: 
About a year ago the dry-goods houses had 
a dispute about the giving of discounts and 
the result was that every house went for it- 
self. There was no fixed rate and all sorts 
of discounts were allowed to all sorts of per- 
sons, although this house never aliowed them 
except to dressmakers and purchasing 
agents. We found this an unprofitable bus- 
iness and at the meeting we agreed to re- 
store the discount to the old basis of 6 per 
cent off todressmakers. That is what it was 
@ year ago and that is a fair rate. There has 
been no complaint at all. The rest of tne 
story isafoolish lie. We haven’t cut sala- 
ries and we have intimidated no one. I can 
imagine how this dispatch was built u For 
vears the Chicago trade of New York retail 

ouses has been falling off until now no 
dressmaker thinks of sending East for any- 
thing. The author of this romance prob- 
ably had a vacue idea of causing trouble de- 
tween the Ghicago houses and their custo- 
mers.

Presbyterian Hospital Society. 

In the chapel of the Presbyterian Hospital yes- 
terday was held the annual meeting of the hos- 
pital society. There was a large attendance. 
The annual report of President George M. Bogue 
was submitted and accepted. It sbowed 1,356 
patients treated Gpring the year. of whom 775 
were cured and 253 improved. Eighty-five died. 
The number at present under treatment is 144. 
The charity patients numbered 2 percent and 
alarge proportion of the others paid in part 
only. The endowments of bedsand wards dur- 
ing the year amounted to $55,000. The Jones 
Memorial Building was completed and occupied 
and the indebtedness of the sodety now amount- 
ed to about $19,000.. By the efforts of the Ladies’ 
Aid Society an ambulance fund had been raised 
and the vehicle will shortly be put into service. 

The treasurer’s report showed a balance of 
rae u total expenditure during the year of 

17,064. 

Dr. Stayner, the Superintendent, stated that 
the lowest daily average of patients treatea dur- 
ing any one month was 76 and the highest 159. 
The daily cost per capita, exclusive of repairs, 
was $1.16. a smaller amount than that shown by 
the tts of any like hospitals doing equally 
effec work.

THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 

Mayor Cregier spent an hour and a half in 
reading his annual message to the Council 
In the main it was a summary of the depart- 
mental reports. The principal feature of it 
is an argument in favor of increased assess- 
ments in order to provide an increased rey- 
enue. In 1872,” he said, the city em- 
braced about thirty-six square miles, with 
an estimated population. of 321,000. 
The total tax that year 
$5,617,314, which, with licenses, was 
equivalent to about $16 per capita 
and $166,000 per square mile of territory. At 
present there are 172 square miles of terri- 
tory and a population of 1. 200, 000. The total 
tax for 1889 was $4,022,000, to which 1s added 
revenues and licenses of $2,351,000, making a 
total of $6,373,000, the equivalent of $5.31 per 
capita and about $87,000 ver square milo of 
termtory.”’ 

On the basis of the assessment of 1872 
the city assessment now ought to be, the 
Mayor thought, $4,860,000 ana the revenue 
for corporate purposes over $9,000,000. He 
took credit to his Administration for having 
saved $90,000 in the cost of municipal gas, 
for having discovered the city’s titie to the 
eighty acres of school land near Grand 
Crossing, and for having brought suit to re- 
cover from Mr. Yerkes some $60,000 rental 
for the La Salle street tunnel. He also took 
credit for having reduced the rate of interest 
on the newly-refunded bonds, and said the 
balance in the Treasury now was $1,749,614. 

In reference to the damage: suits against 
the city he tried to hold the last Administra- 
tion responsible. He summed up the amount 
involved in those suits as follows: 

For the bridge and viaduct on Jackson street, 
$558,240; the Ashland avenue viaduct, $287,013; 
the Twelfth street viaduct, $191,431; Western 
avenue viaduct, $151,803; Dearborn street bridge, 
$72,176; Eighteenth street viaduct, $70,000; Hal- 
sted street viaduct, $23,000; Milwaukee avenue 
viaduct, $30,000; Harrison street viaduct, $5,000; 
Polk street viaduct, $4,000. Total, $1,459,663. 

About the interest on city deposits he said 
it belonged to che people for their use. He 
recommended that the Lake View water tun- 
nel be extended toatwo-mile crib in the 
lake. As to sewerage he remarked that the 
southern portion of the city could @nly be 
properly drained by the expense being borne 
by property-owners benefited. The National 
Government, he said, exercised jurisdiction 
over the river, and it was within fairness 
that Congress when considering appropria- 
tions for the improvement of obscure and in- 
significant streams should set ers an ade- 
quate amount for the benefit of the enor- 
mous tonnage plying on the Chicago River. 

He spoke in favor of an extension of the 
electric-lighting system and advocated cre- 
metories for the disposal of garbage. He de- 
fended the policy of Dr. ickersham in 
reference to lumpy-jaw cattle. He regretted 
that the streets were made unsightly by per- 
manent awnings and declared himself o 
posed to the construchon of otners. e 
advocated reform schools for youths and 
young girls who fall into vicious ways. On 
the subject of franchises he says: 

The principal city authorities should be liberal 
in grants to corporations and just in the condi- 
tions imposed, but no corporation or individual

should be permitted to occupy the public thor- 
oughfures for tne purpose of subways or surface 
ways except upon the payment of a fair equiva- 
lent for the special privileges, This would be no 
hardship. 

He favored the consolidation of the city 
and county under one Goyérnment.

Tux local money situation is still un- 
changed, the banks holding firmly to the 6 
per cent rate for call money and 6 to7 per 
cent for discounts.

Mayor is as much subject to indictment 
and con under the criminal code of the 
State as he would be if he were himself found 


operating one of the skin games that are fos- 
tored by the police force under his direction. 


It is just one year today since Mayor Cre- 
gier was inaugurated with a flourish of 
trumpets and promises of reform in all 
branches of municipal administration. And 
now the journal that was loudest in its 
praises of and most sanguine in its promises 
concerning aim denounces him as a criminal 
and the associate of criminals and confi- 
dence-men—the mere tool of gamblers. 

And, worse than all, the other Democratic 
organ which also supported him has not a 
word to say in his defense! The quondam 
organ charges that his administration has 
been characterized by nepotism and jobbery 
and is honeycombed wit: officiai corrupwon. 
If the quondam organ is right in its charges, 
what a record in one year! 


IS MAJ, M’KINLEY PREPARING FOR WAR! 
Not satisfied to retain the war duties levied 
during the rebellion in order to procure rev- 
enue for the support of the Union army and 
the suppression of the msurrection, the Mo- 
Kinley committee recommends other and ad- 
ditional taxes of the same general character. 
When the present tariff was adopted its ad- 
vocates justified it solely on the ground that 
the existence of the nation was at stake and 
that in such a crisis the people would endure 
any taxation necessary to equip and maintain 
the army and navy in the desperate contest 
with secessionism and siavery. It was sup- 
posed tmen that the war tariff was arranged 
to levy a tax on everything taxable, but now, 
twenty-five years after the war, and when 
peace is seemingly assured, with most of the 
National debt paid off and an overflowing 
Treasury, the McKinley committee recom- 
mends a revision of the tariff with a view to 
put new taxes on tbe list and advance the 
rates of old ones. This, too, at a time when 
the country is not only at peace, out when 
there is great complaint over the accumula- 
tion of surpius revenues in the Treasury. 

In enlarging tue scope and piling up the 
rates on top of the war tariff it must be that 
Maj. McKinley and his associates snuff dan- 
ger in the air and desire to get the taxing 
machinery of the Government in shape to 
produce the revenues that may be needed for 
military defense. Ordinary observers may 
see no indicatuuons of war in any direction 
and hence no reason why the people should 
suffer heavily increased taxation, but the 
Ways and Means Committee evidently have 
reason to believe that the country will soon 
be put under a severe financial strain 
and should therefore at once adjust 
its taxing system to squeeze every 
doilar possible from the taxpayers. 
Gen. Grant held that the surest way 
to preserve peace was to be thorvughly pre- 
pared for war. Acting in thfs spirit Maj. 
McKinley and his associates have prepared a 
bill which may prove a chtck to any nation 
cherishing hostile designs agaiust the United 
States. Unfriendly foreign powers may pre- 
sume on this country’s lack of a strong army 
or fighting navy, but when they learn that 
ite tariff system is put on a stronger war basis 
for exacting taxes than ever before they will 
appreciate the danger of attacking the United 
States, A nation which has such resources 
as ultra war taxes on an active industrial 
population of 65,000,000 is not to be sneered 
at by any power in the world. If the farmers 
of such a country are made poor and living is 
costly the Governmental treasury at least 
will be filied to overflowing with the sinews 
of war.“ Under such circumstances the lack 
of an army or navy may be quickly supplied, 
and if the emergency taxes are in force de- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities the nation 
can put itself on a war footing without delay. 

Democratic critics of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee will 
deny that there is any daoger of war or need 
of war revenues. Such taxation, they claim, 
should never be resorted to until proved 
necessary. Scoffing at the assertion that 
there is any need for increased tariff rev- 
enuesin the Treasury, they assert that the 
real purpose is the private profit of tariff 
beneticiaries and trusts and their subsidized 
attorneys and boodle representatives’ in 
Congress. Tax-caters want a surplus in the 
Treasury and the trusts and combines de 
sire the highest monopoly profits that exces- 
sively high duties can give them. Congress- 
men who serve the Treasury raiders and the 
trust monopolists may get rich suddenly, 
but all such wno haii from the West may as 
well make up their miads to retire from pub- 
lic life at the close of the preseat Congress. 


WHAT THE SUCCESS OF “JEFFERSONIAN- 
ISIK“ WOULD HAVE MEANT. 

Last Sunday was the birthday of Saint 
Jefferson, and one of the local papers waxed 
enthusiastic over the Democratic hero and 
told its readers of the great things he had 
done and how he was the foremost man of 
all this Western world. 

Tpere is no doubt that Jefferson was a man 
of decided ability and that he did many good 
things, though sometimes against his own 
principles, as when he bought Louisiana. 
There he was better than his creed. But it

The tatal defect with Jefferson—it was 
innate and he could not overcome it—was 
that he could not understand the grandeur 
of the idea of a Nauonal Government for this 
vast country. To him the ‘little, circum- 
scribed State was always the greatest thing 
on earth. Had he bad his way there would 
have been no Constitution adopted and no 
Union more perfect than the miserable, im- 
potent, anarchical one of the imbecile Con- 
federauon. Had ne, and not Washington, 
guided the course of Virginia ana we ower 
States the ,oose league which quarter-bound 
the colonies would never buve been replaced 
by those solid ties, now over a century ola, 
which hold a continent together. There 
was nothing attractive to Jefferson in Na- 
tional union. He preferred the disanion of 
tue turbulent and warring States of Greece 
—always quarreliag ana fighting with each 
otner. | 

If the principles of Jefferson had pre- 
valled. and not those of Washington, this 
country would be very different from 
what it now 1s. Here and there a few of

MR. INGALLS’ INTERVIEW.

The substance of Mr. Ingalls’ interview 
has already appeared in Tum Trisunz. One 
of its most radical and. striking utterances 
was the following: 

The American policy should have for its object 
the unification of the continent. The Polar Sea 
should be the northern boundary of the Repub- 
lic and the southern boundary sdould be the In- 
teroceanic Canal. Look at the existing condi- 
tions. We have practically reached che limit of 
our agricultural domain. e have but 10,000,000 
acres of arabie lands left. We are approaching 
that period spoken of by Macaulay as dangerous 
to republican institutions, when the vast migra- 
tions to these undeveloped regions will have 

and when the artisans and toiling masses 
concentrated in the large cities will have no out- 
let for their surpius numbergand no demand for 
their iabor. I might say the American idea is 
hemispherical ratner. than continental. We have 
now a continuous line of railway o Mexico. The 
next step will be an iron highway in the Valley 
of the Amazon. I expect to see the Valleys of the 
Mississippi and the Amazon linked together by 
the great agency of mern civilization. The 
overflow of 2 will thus find peaceful 
fields of profitabie effort. 

The Senator’s eagle is strong of wing and 
bold of flight, but he has flown too far. It 
should never be the policy of this country to 
absorb the Spanish-Indian races to the south 
of us. It will be of great advantage to en- 
courage mutually friendly political under 
standing, reciprocal trade relations, settle 
ment of difficulties by arbitration, and gen- 
erally harmonious feeling; but beyond this 
it will not be wise to go. The peoples of 
those countries belong to another race, dif- 
fering from us in language, in physique, in 
habits, and in ideas, and they will never be 
otnerwise. They cannot be assimilated. 
They would always bealiens. If they should 
be annexed to this country their seventy or 
eighty members of Congress would transact 
business in another language. They would 
need a Speaker of theirown. Their resolu- 
tions, bills, and speeches would have to be 
translated into English and vice versa. It 
would entail endless confusion, trouble, and 
delay in the public business. The Spanish- 
Indian Republics would remain in language, 
blood, literature, sentiment, and purposes for- 
eigo States, having none of the ideas, modes 
of action, or close fellowship which pertain 
to them, and separated from them by the in- 
evitable prejudices and traditions of another 
race. The future expansion of the Republic 
can safely go no further than the annexation, 
when the proper time comes, of the great 
Celto-Saxon province to the north of us, and 
perhaps one of the best West India islands, like 
Hayti, for instance, fof the sake of its sugar. 
Canada speaks our language, with the French 
exception, but the French-Canadians who 
cross the border soon learn our tongue and 
quickly assimilate. The Senator should have 
restrained his eagle. The American bird 
will never be at home on Spanish-Indian ter- 
ritory, however well disposed be may feel to- 
wards it.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF CERTAIN EM- 
BLZZLEMENTS. 

The discovery two weeks ago of the fact 
that the Vemocratic State Treasurer of 
Maryland had been pledging the securities 
of which he had the charge was followed 
last week by the flight of several bank of- 
ficers, casbiers, and teliers,*both East and 
West. The cistomary examination of the 
books whichis always made after a man 
rons away showed that they had been faisi- 
fying them for some time. Itis probably 
true, in nine cases out of every ten, that the 
embezziements bad been go ng on for some 
time, and would have been detected much 
earlier than they were had ordinary busi- 
ness vigilance been used. The Democratic 
Governor of Maryland admits that he has 


the condition of the Treasurer’s office which 
the law requires of him. Had he done his 
duty the State might have been saved sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 

Itis impossible to escape the conclusion 
that a certain vornon of the responsibility 
for these embezzlements rests on banks and 
other employers, Calling laziness and a 
disinclination to goto any extra trouble by 
the bigh-sounding name of “implicit confi- 
dence in the honor of tried and trusty 
employés,” they let things run along, with- 
out taking the commonest precauons, till 
the trusty empioyé, or ue State Treasurer 
who was the soul of honor.“ has fied the 
country, and then they biaze out in wrath 
against one whom they have allowed to be- 
come @cuiprit and demand that the State’s- 
Attorney send their own work to prison. 

Men must put faith in men, or the world 
would end, and therefore there wili be sud- 
den outbreaks of dishonesty which cannot 
be guarded against. Cierks will continue to 
yield to the sudden temptation of a big 
money-package, and a cashier, in a moment 
of weakness, may seize the loose funds of a 
bank and clear out. There may have been 
nothing in his previous record to justify the 
suspicion that he would ever fail. As the 
mind of an engineer, who has been hitherto 
careful, goes wandering off momentarily for 
some inexplicable reason, and there is a ter- 
rible acc.dent, so the mind of a man some- 
times loses sight for a moment of the prin- 
ciples of honesty, and there is an embezzle- 
ment. 

But these cases where employés carry on 
their thefts through years should never be 
permitted to occur, That they do happen is 
generally the result of neglect of wise safe- 
guards. It is the result of blind and unwise 
confidence in wean and easily tempted mor- 
tals. If a State Treasurer were wise he 
would reflect on the proneness to err of man, 
and would be the girst to insist that his cash 
should be regularly examined, All who 
pray Lead us not into temptauon should 
show that they are in earnest in their prayers 
by asking their employers to keep a most 
watchful eye on them: 

A merchant must have confidence in his 
bookkeeper or cashier, but that confidence 
ought not to run fér more than six months at 
atime. At the end.of-that period it should 
be renewed and refreshed by a thorough ex- 
amination, which shows that the employé 
bas not yet fallen from grace. Something 
more than putting trust in men is needed to 
keep mem honest, There must be an occa- 
sional investigation to see that the trust is 
still justified. If there is not, employers 
must be prepared to bear a good part of the 
morai blame for the sins of their employés. 


REDUNDANT CROP INFORMATION. 

A few days ago Tun TrisuNE made the point 
that tne modern system of crop reporting 
and estimating of stocks is of no real benefit 
to the trader in produce, while it tends to in- 
jure the farmer by depressing to minimum 
figures the prices of all the latter has to sell. 
Ine experiences on the Chicago Board of 
Trade since the close of last month indicate 
that the remark would hold equally good in 
regard to market quotations, They as well 
as the other have been overdone in the past. 
The proof of this statement is furnished by 
the fact that the produce markets have been 
much more active ana at markedly higper 
prices since the board ceased to furnish con- 
tinuous quotations and refused to allow them 
to be sent out by members. 

It may be alleged that the excitement in 
wheat was dueto bad crop news, and not to 
a change in the policy of the board. But this 
cannot be claimed in the case of the other 
céreals or in provisions, all of which have ad- 
vanced sharpiv, the rise being accompanied 
by a great increase in tne volume of trading. 
The public outside the board has shown a 
greater amount of interest, whether judi- 
ciously or not may be an open question, but 
there is no mistake as to the fact. And itis 
easy to account for the change. The men 
who are disposed to take a hand in the course 
of the markets are no longer surfeited with 
a continuous fire of figures, the differences 
between which are such small fracuon’s that 
the reading of the tape record invites 
to delay in the hope of a slightly 
better opportunity to buy or to sell. The 
men who Want to trade through a commission 
merchapt now send in their orders, taking a 
wider risk of ioss, but also standing the 
chance of making a bigger profit than was 
possible under the old arrangements. The 
change thus far is so satisfactory to the aver- 
age member of the board that ine idea of re- 
turning to former methods in case the point 
is carried as against the buckei-shops is now 
entertained by but few. It seems probable 
tnat if they should at once drop out of exist- 
ence the fact would not be regarded as a 
reason for resuming the tapeworm infliction 
of the ticker service by feeding the commer- 
cial parasite with quotations from tne Chica- 
go Board of Trade. 

In both these cases, and doubtless in many 
others, the spirit ot the age has carried it 
past the point of useful information and into 
the phase of surfeit. The people who watch 
for changes in the commercial aspect of 
produce have been ioaded with more than 
was of any use to them, and, like Handy 
Andy with his bundles, they could only take 
onan addition tothe armful by dropping

THEY WANT THE LAW AMENDED, 


Attitade ef lilinois Lutherans Towards the 
Compulsory Education Act. 

The foliowing resolutions were offered by 
the Rev. T. J. Grosse and adopted without 
objection at the town meeting of Audison, 
Du Page County (a strong Lutheran comm 
nity), held April 1: ! 

We, the cisizens of the Town of Addison. Coun- 
ty of Du Page, and State of Lilinois,-favor com- 
pulsory education laws in regurd to all traant 
children. We want all children to go to school; 
we ulso favor the instruction of all children of 
the State in the English language, but we are 

alnst all such compulsory ucation laws 
which interfere with the freedom of religion and 
conscience; be it therefore 

ke-o.ved, That our County Central Committee 
members be instructea to work only for such 
members to go to the Legislature as will pl 
themselves to try and get the present Compal- 
sory Education law of the State of I[ilinois 
amended so as not to interfere with church mat 
ters. 

Der Beobachter, a Chicago German paper, 
commenting upon the above and the general 
issue which bas been raised, observes: 


According to an old saying. it is not safe to 
paint the Devil on the wali, and those who trav- 
el through lite with their eyes and ears wide 
open must know that man has no greater enemy 
than fear based upon mere seeming or upon 
prejudice. This ey seems to have been 
overiooked just now by a number of otherwise 
very noble Germans who are making a terrible 
ado about the so-called compuisory school law, 
and are trying to make their fellow Germans be- 
lieve that this law threatens the German 
language and the freedom of conscience and re- 
ligion guaranteed to . American. The law in 
question hes been in force for less then nine 
months; yet in Chicago alone it has resulted ia 
sending some 7,000 children who were growing 
up without any training save that of the street 
to school, public or private, without depriving a 
single child of the opportunity of learning Ger- 
man or of being trained in the religion of its par- 
ents, On the other hand, it has happened that 
in some twenty or thirty out of the almost 12,000 
school districts of the State the District School 
Trustees have made a wrong use of the law, not 
founded in its spirit, but in its wording, and have 
attempted to use it for the purpose of depriving 
German parochial schools of pupils; but this at- 
tempt has in most cases miscarried from the 
start, while in the few remaining oases an appeal 
to the courts has established the right of par- 
ents to send their children to private schools, 

The law provides that every chile between the 
ages of 7 and 14 years shall attend for at least 
sixteen weeks of each year the public school of 
the district ia which such child resides,.uniess it 
be shown that such chiid is ppysically or men- 
tally unfit to attend school, or chat it has re- 
ceived or is receiving at home or in some private 
school an instruction equivalent to that given in 
the public schools, adding. by way of definition, 
that no school shall be considered a substitute 
for the public school in which there ars not 
taught, in the English language, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, goesraphy and tne history of the 
United States. Since the compulsory period is 
limited to sixteen weeks private schools will be 
held only to teach the branches mentioned in 
the law in the English language for that length 
of time, so that it may well be claimed that the 
law does no more than answer the demand in 
which all German- Americans are ed, that all 
children should attend sohool, an all chil- 
dren in the state should receive instruction in 
the English language. 

Unfortunately, however, the wording of the 


‘law is somewhat defective, in that it see to 
the — 


make it entirely discretionary with 

School Trustees to decide whether or not u child 
is receiv instruction in compliance with the 
law; but it only needed the experience that 
there are School Trustees capabie of abusing 
their authority to satisfy public opinion of the 
necessity of taking this dangerous power away 
from the trustees, and to so amend the law that 
every private or other instruction, including in- 
struction in reading, writing, arithmetic, geogra- 
phy. and the hisiory of the country for a term of 
sixteen weeks, shall be recognized as an equiva- 
lent for attendance upon the public school. 

We cannot see how this provision affects the 
rightgto use the German language as & means of 
instruction in any private or parochial school, or 
in any manner tureatens the preservation of 
German language in this country. No candidate 
for the State Legislature will refuse to pledge 
himself o his German constituents to amend the 
law in such 6 manner that every child attending 
a private or parochial school, in which it receives 
tne equivalent of sixteen weeks’ instrucuon in tLe 
Englisn — in reading, writing, arith metic, 
geography. the history of the United States, 
shail be exempt from attendance upon the pub- 
lic schools; and there can be no doubt that the 
law will be thus amended. 

When. bowever, the ciaim is made that par- 
ochial or otner private schools should be exempt 
from all control on the part ot the lav or Gov- 
ernment because sucbschools are 9 by 
private persons and because of the tenadle 
right of parents to educate, or have educated, 
tneir children where and how they please, it 
must be remembered that not ail the inhabitants

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Appropriations to Be Recommended by the 
River and Harbor Committee. 

WasHINeTON, D. C., April 14.—| Special. | — 
The River and Harbor bill, which is ready to 
be reported to the House, carries a total of 
$21,000,000, though the committee made a lib- 
eral cut below the official estimates in their 
efforts to keep the aggregate within a maxi- 
mum of $20,000,000. In fact, they cherished 
the hope at one time that the total would not 
go above $18,000,000. The engineers’ esti- 
mates footed up about $60,000,000 and the 
Chief of Engineers scaled this amount 
$89,000,000. The committee aimed to 
distribute an average of 40 per cent ot 
the latter amount among the various im- 
rovements usually appropriated for. This 
bill doés not include the six million dollurs 
asked for tne great scheme of improvement 
at Galveston, which will take its chances in 
a separate measure that has already been 
started at be other end of the Capitol. The 
last lar m inserted was a naif million 
for the Hennepin Canal. The appropriations 
for the Illinois River, the Calumet, and otber 
Illinois improvements, are about the same as 
in the last River and Harbor bill. As no ap- 
propriauons for river and harvor improve- 
ments have been made for two years the 
committee think their bill is moderate, and, 
in fact, much below the amount actually re- 


quired by the commercial interests of the | 


country. 

TO BE DINED BY THE PAN-AMERICANS. 

The foreign delegates to the Pan-American 
Congress will give a dinner at the Arlington 
Wednesday night which will be unique in 
tue annals ot international courtesies. It is 
to the President of me United States, but 
the invited guests include the Vice-President, 
members of the Foreign Affairs Committees 
in both branches of Congress, the United 
States delegates to the conference, and Gov- 
ernors of States and Mayors of cities. Ine 
Governor of every State and the Mayor of 
every large city visited by the foreign dele- 
gates in the ir trip around the country have 
been invited and some of them are already 
here to attend. Gov. Fifer and Mayor Cre- 
gier are among the officials bidden to the Pan- 
American feast. Oovers will be laid for 120, 
and the dinner will be a memorable one. The 
representatives from Mexico and ttre Central 
and South American countries have taken 
this means of making known their apprecia- 
tion of the hospitality extended them by the 
people of the United States. 

STATUS OF THE LAKD AND OPTION BILLS. 

The tard and option bills reported by the 
Committee on Agriculture may lie buried for 
months. They are both on the ca:ender of 
the Committee of the Whole, and, therefore, 
cannot be taken up in the morning hour. 
Apparently the only chance to get at either 
bill is for the Committee on Agriculture to 
pursuade the Committee on Ruies to report a 
resolution fixing a day for consideration of 
measures reported by the Committee on Ag- 
riculture. In tbis Congress the influence of 
the farmer is potential, but the tariff bill 
will soon engross attention, and general ap- 

ropriation bilis will demand weeks of time. 
80 the Committee on Rules is disinciined at 
this time to set apart any days in the near 
future for special subjects of legislation that 
can de allowed to go over to next winter 
without detriment to the general welfare or 
needs of the Government. 

PROPOSED SILVER LEGISLATION. 

The Senate Silver Committee after a ses- 
sion of an hour and a half this afternoon 
reached a conclusion. Three propositions 
were agreed to: 

1. That the Secretary of the Treasury shal! 
buy 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion monthly 
and issue potes in payment for the same, the 
notes to be redeemabie in bullion or lawful 
money. 

2, That National banks shall be allowed to 
issue notes to the full par value of the bonds de- 
posited to secure their redemption, which would 
add 10 per cent to the volume of N ational bank 


currency, 
& That the $100,000,000 retained in the Treasury 


for the redemption of Treasury notes be put 
into circulation.

PEACE IS STILL FAR OFF. 


THE WESTERNS RATE SITUATION AG- 
GRAVATED BY THE SANTA FE. 


That Line Refases to Prorate Any Longer 
on Grain from Missouri River Points to 
8t. Louis—The Altes Will stick to Low 
Rates Until the Roads Make an Agree- 
Ment for an Equitable Division of Traffic 
—Tell-Tale Statistios—Decrease in kast 
Bound Shipments. 

The existing difficulties between the West- 
ero roads have been augmented by a notice 
given by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railway company a day or two ago with- 
drawing the division of rates wath connect- 
mg lines at the Missouri River on grain to 
to Chicago this company 
had tauen such action some time ago, but it 
continued to prorate to St. Louis, not 
having a line of its own to that 
city. This action seriously affect 
the Alton, Wabash, and Missouri Pacific, 
which have been getting considerable busi- 
ness from the Santa Fs for St. Louis. Under 
the new order they will have to pay to the 
Santa £6 full local rates to the Missouri 
River, which cuts down their proportion 
from the Missouri River to St. Louis ma- 
terially, as the local rates west of the Mis- 
souri River is unproportionately high when 
compared with the through rates. This ac- 
tion on the part of the Santa #6 bas made 
the Alton more vigorous in resisting any ad- 
vance in rates, until the rallroads have 
effected a strong agreement that will insure 
each one a fair proportion of the business 
and will prevent all manipulation of 
rates and other crooked work. The Aiton 
will also msist upon a more equitable division 
of rates east and west of the river, 80 as to 
prevent the roads west of the river from get- 
ting the hon’s share of the earnings on 
through traffic as they do now. 

There has been a good deal of talk lately as 
to what particular ones of its competitors in 
the Southwest the Alton was pointing its 
finger in its declarauon that rates on pack- 
ing-house products bad been cut way below 
the tariff, and that it was there- 
fore compellea to put in effect 
its 12cent rate m self defense. Po pu- 
lar suspicion has been particularly 
directed in two well-defined direcuons. This 
Was not the case because proot existed that 
any road named had been cutting the tariff, 
but because from the information in the 
hands of each road it was readily perceiva- 
bie that the great flow of packing-house 
business has been latterly directed from its 
accustomed lines and was seeking new chan- 
neis in unusual volume. Therefore the confi- 
dential statistics of this business for the last 
few montis are highly interesting and in- 
structive. The following statement shows

DIVISION OF CUMPHTITIVE TRAFFIC. 


Unless This Is Done a New Association 
Cannot Be Formed. 

It having been decided by the Committee 
on Reorganization of the Gentlemen's 
association at its closing session last week 
to lay before all its members in as concise 
form as possible the action thus far taken 
by the committee, to the end that they may 
be fully apprised of the situation as it 
stands at present and thus be in a posi- 
tion to proceed intelligentiy in subse- 
quent deliberations, the Chairman, Mr. 
Chappell, has submitted to the members of 
the committee the work thus far accom- 
plished.

This resolution, the Chairman says, while 
it received the unanimous vote of the mem- 
bers of the committee present at the meet- 
ing, in order to become effective in its opera- 
tions must of necessity receive the assent of 
all parties in interest, and in view of the fact 
that at the meetings of the com- 
mittee thus far held there has not 
been a full representation, it is feit 
by the committee that the resolution above 
referred to should be given carefui consider- 
ation by all members and especially by those 
who thus far have been absentees, so that at 
we next meeting, which has been set for 

uesday, April 15 (today), and at which the 
Chairman expects the attendance will be 
complete, it will be possible for all members 
to be in a position to deal definitely with the 
question. The proposition contained in 
the resolution was fully discussed 
by the committee during the recent 
meetings, especially as to the means by 
which the object sought could be carried out; 
but in view of the limited representation og 
the committee it cannot be considered that 
the acuon thus far taken is necessarily final. 
With respect to the qiner features of the 
proposed agreement the Chairman of the 
committee states that the document sub. 
mitted sets forth the views neid by a majori- 
ty of the committee, and when the committee 
reconvenes it is expected it will be abie to 
readily complete its iabors and be in a posi- 
tion at an early date to report to the body by 
which it was created.

Mrs. Hetty H. R. Green is having lots ot trouble 

over her Chicago property. Yesterday she ap- 
peared in Judge Horton's court, Where a motion 
in the suit of George W. Miller ugainst her came 
up. Miller has three suits pending against Mrs. 
Green to redeem property which he owned fifteen 
years ago and aliowed to go on foreclosures. One 
of the suits is to redeem some land in Sec. 20, in 
Cicero. Mrs. Green claims that she settled with 
Miller in full and that he gave her a deed to the 
property. When the case came up three wees 
ago and Miller wished delay, P. R Chandler, 
Mrs. Green's agent, made affidavit thatit was 
for the purpose of extorting a settlement or 
money trom Mrs. Green. The trial was then set 
for today. Yesterday Miller applied for a change 
of venue from Judge Horton. 1. H. Bisbee, 
Mrs. Green's lawyer, said it was singular that 
Miller should say that he haa become aware of a 
prejudice within the last five days, having a 
orn ago made an affidavit asserting the same 
thing. 
“Your memory is pretty bad,” said Judge 
Horton severely to Miller. This affidavit looks 
like gross perjury. I will not grant a change of 
venue on an affidavit like this. 1 will transfer 
the case to Judge Tuley on my own motion.” 

This gave Miiler the delay he asked for, as 
Judge Tuley is out of town and will sot return to 
hold court fortwo weeks, Mrs. Green was angry 
and expressed her sentiments freely. 


It May Tarn Out Important. 

The habeas corpus proceedings on relation of 
Nettie Moran came up again before Judge Mc- 
Connell yesterday morning. After argument the 
case Was taken under advisement. | 

Nettie Moran is a colored woman who was 
sent to the bridewell on three fines of $50 each for 
disorderly conduct. The statute ot 1879 provides 
that the committed person shall be put to work. 
“at such labor as his or her strength 
may permit.” Justice Prindiville committed 
the Moran woman to ‘hard labor.“ 
When the case was first heard Attorney 
Morris demanded that his client be released be- 
cause of the commitment. Oity Attorney May 
took the position that in any case the proper re- 
lief was by appeal and not by habeas corpus. 
In his argument yesterday Attorney Morris 
claimed that in annexing hard labor to the order 
of committment Justice Prindivilie had exceed- 
ed his jurisdiction and thereby rendered the 
judgment void. 

if such be the case it is claimed that the mat- 
ter may become quite serious for Justice Prin- 
diville and all other Justices who have sent of- 
fenders to the bridewell on writs contain 
similar defects. It is claimed that actions woul 
lie for damages for faise imprisonment against 
them, as well as the offivers of the court who 
served the papers. 


Of Interest to Hyde- Parkers. 

Judge Collins sustained the demurrer of Paul 
and John E. Cornell to the bill of Mrs. Flora H. 
Coffin. She showed that in 1858 Paul Cornell 
dedicated the tract of lana on the lake front be- 
tween Fifty-first and Fifty-third streets for a 
public park, and that he was now seeking to be 
reinstated with possession of the land, worth 
$200,000, because the village had not carried out 
bis intentions by creating a publi¢ park. She 
suys that she bought property on the borders of 
the land, being actuated thereto principally be- 
cause the tract was te be improved, beautified, 
and always kept open. The court said he might 
grant an injunction to prevent the Cornells from 
taking possession of the land if the City Council 
should now pass à resolution giving them the 
land, but could not entertain a suit which prayed 
for relief so far in advance. 


In the Probate Court, 

The Probate Court granted letters to Miss Car- 
rie Witherell Knox on the estates of her father, 
Col. E. B. Knox, and her stepmother, Mrs. Mary 
W. Knox, who died Jan. 14 Mrs. Knox left 
household furniture worth $300. Gol. Knox’s 
estate was worth the same amount, consisting of 
household furniture, books. a watch, and jewelry. 
Miss Knox was made guardian of the other child 
of Col. Knox, a boy named Samuel W. Knox.

Juage Kohisaat, who granted letters to Fr 
erick T. Pitney, her son. and Frank E. Walker 
Mrs. Pitney left an estate worth $75,000, includ 
ing No. 4454 Woodlawn avenue, No. 2 Thirty- 
ninth street, and Nos. 238 and 240 South Halsted 
street. The principal part of her fortune was left 
to her son Frederick and his wife and Mrs. Lucy 
R. Walker, wife of Frank E. Walker, a daughter. 


Decision in a $3,000,000 Suit. 

A decision was yesterday handed down by 
Judge Blodgett in the suit of the Montgomery 
Palace Stock Car company sor $3,000,000 dama- 
ges for an alleged infringement of patents 
against the Street Stabie-Car line. The com- 
piainant’s bill alleged that John W. Street was 
the original owner of the patenta Which were on 
the construction of stabie cars. He conveyed 
them tothe J. W. Street's Palace Stock Car 
company, from which the P eaten eventually 
went into the hands of the Montgomery Palace 
Stock Car company through the McNairy & 
Claflin Manufacturing company. It was charged 
tnat Street subsequent to first conveyance 
made a second and illegal transfer of his patents 
to I. M. Fischer, who assigned,them to the Street 
Stable Car line. This company made 3.000 cars, 
in which patented parts were used. These cars, 
it is claimed, earned $3.000,000 for their owners. 

Judge Biodgett decided that defendant's de- 
murrer was good, on the grouad that the patents 
expired several years before the suit was begun, 
and that he therefore had no jurisdiction.

The dead level on which financial affairs have 
been running for so long has stretched out to a 
length that is astonishing the bankers.

Such money, as the brokers 
are picking’ up at less than 6 ver cent 
is obtained from country banks or 
from individuals. By past — ence money 
should be cheaper by May 1. — are many 
things that indicate that it will be cheaper by 
that time, but it is said that all signs fail in dry 
weather, and there has been indeed a long speli 
of dry weather in the local finaaocial situation. 
The strength that commenced to show itself in 
the New York Exchange market Saturday was 
even more pronounced yesterday. The rates 
were 25@40c premium. The rise was on a sharp 
demand coming largely from the coun- 
try. Mercantile settlements, due on the 
th of the month, were a large factor.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday and strong, with less irregularity than 
had marked the tracing of Saturday, though the 
variations in prices were much greater than 
those of the average day outsi the record of 
last week.

„business in grain are closing, while those 
which have dealt in grain and stocks are now 
confining their operations to the latter. The of- 
ficers of the board generally feel that they are on 
the right path and that the confidence reposed in 
full board will not prove to have 
been mispiaced. 

An observer remarks that nothing could better 
sbow the inherent solidity of the board than the 
fact that the enormous fluctuation of Saturday 
did not cause a single faiiure on Change. The 
range exceeded 6c in whest and 00 ia pork, 
with enormous trading, which made it necessary 
for afew of the smai er operators to transfer 
trades in order to release margins or obviate the 
necessity of putting them up. bat was the full 
extent of the embarrassment, and things went 
along smoothly afterwards. In St. Louis the 
other day a variation of less than one-third as 
much im wheat caused a resolve to quit 
in deliveries for the next two months 
talk of **shutting up shop” altogether.

MARKETS ON ‘CHANGE. 

Flour was in fair local demand, with little do- 
ing for shipment. The market was stronger, and 
quotations are now about 500 per bri higher than 
at the beginning of the late advance in the price 
of the cereal. 

Wheat was again strong, mostly for July. The 
early trading was simply immense in volume 
and so widespread that the operations of indi- 
vidual traders were iost sight of, except each 
man for nimself; A great deal of that trading 
was on orders from the country, much of it being 
to buy. The local buying was stimulated bya 
report that Liverpool was ud per cental higher, 
with a seeming confirmation of the report that 
the crop ot India is a miserably poor one and 
later by an unexpectedjy large decrease in the 
visible supply. The buying was more distinctly 
for July than heretofore, the result being 4 
marked narrowing in the discount for that month 
as — with May. Scarcely any one 
wished buy for May except to 
cover shored, and that seemed to have 
been pretty well attended to re- 
viously, The weather in tne West Was under- 
stood to be unfavorable, which helped to 
strengtben, and the narrowing above referred to 
was helped by Hutchinson. That gentleman was 
a free selier of the near futures andan active 
buyer of July, and was understood to have ex- 
pressed his belief that the latter is good — ag 
ty at present prices while the May lg are, Bar 
not.
